‘» tually negatived the good work accomtplished in the London tonference, and 
the United States; in reprisal, is threatening unlimited production and the 
dumping of its surplus on the markets ‘of the world. 

The London conference resulted in what has been acclaimed as. a unani- 

: mous agreement representing the first really co-operative arrangement yet 
‘ reached by the nations of the world. It was not, howver, a finite thing, in 
: itself. It left certain important decisions for later consideration, particu- 
larly the matter of minimum prices. Experts met at Rome to discuss 
prices in accordance with the terms of the agreement, only to be met by 
objections “from the Argentine and demands from that country for an in- 
crease of 40,000,000 bushels in her quota allotment. Having already vir- 
tually exhausted her export quota for the year as set in the London Agree- 
ment, the Argentine demanded an additional 40,000,000 which could only be 
given at the expense of other great exporting countries, including Canada. 
The price conference, however, reached certain tentative conclusions which 

“were submitted to the governments involved. 

The next stage in the proceedings was the London conference on prices 
to amend or ratify the decisions of the Rome discussions. . Here again, 
clash of national interests proved a handicap. Doubts have been raised 
whether or not price-fixing by a central body is a sound practice to adopt. 
In fact, British grain men have been emphatic and outspoken on the sub- 
ject. The head of the London grain exchange had no hesitation in stating 
that the representatives of the various nations were amiable gentlemen “but 
they knew very little about wheat”, With warnings against price-fixing, 
démands for increased quotas, and threats of unlimited production, the 
whole agreement appears in jeopardy. Obviously, the complexity of na- 
tional interests is accentuated in conferences on so large as scale as that at 
London. Perhaps (be it repeated) the solution may be found in a series of 
bi-lateral @greements involving all interested parties.

iron all over the world, and one of 
the most varied cargoes of this kind 
arrived the other day from Australia.

Scores of 
old drums ranged side by side with 
piles of wornout machinery, car 
wheels, cooking stoves, and scores of 
other ancient and apparently useless | 
articles, together with hundreds of | 
thousands of old horseshoes. Even! 
obsolete cannon were in the cargo. 


There appears to be a good future | 
for certain varieties of prunes grown 
in Canada for drying purposes. The

ties and conveniences that every 
civilized man has a right to expect.”

Route Being Investigated By B.O. 
Livestock Interests 

The proposal by British Columbia 
livestock interests that beef cattle 
might profitably be shipped to Euro- 
pean or British markets is again 
being investigated. A proposal has 
been advanced that B.C. cattle could 
be shipped alive through the Pana- 
ma Canal from Vancouver and the 
feasibility of this is under considera- 
tion. 

Statistics reveal that the move 
would not be so much a means of 
finding an outlet for any excess pro- 
duction, since B.C. already imports 
more than half as much beef as it 
produces, but would merely serve as 
an avenue for bolstering the price, 
if it were feasible. Stockmen claim 
that Alberta beef depresses their 
prices to such an extent that the in- 
dustry becomes unprofitable for the 
B.C, producers. By shipping to the 
British market, according to the 
argument advanced, B.C. cattlemen 
could get a better price for their 
beef than they can on the home mar- 
ket, even with rates included. 

Dr. W. R. Gunn, livestock ecom- 
missioner, and J. A. Grant, market- 
ing commissioner have been discuss- 
ing the matter with livestock men 
during their recent visit to Williams 
Lake. 


Rich Radium Find 


Biggest Pitchblende Strike Yet Un- 
covered In The North 

Radium oye beds at Hottah lake, 
100 miles south of Cameron bay, 
N.W.1T., are even richer than first re- 
ports of prospecting parties stated, 
Edward Harlreaves, Toronto mining 
man and managing-director of Great 
Bear development, revealed recently. 

“It is the biggest - pitchblende 
strike ever to be found in this coun- 
try or the United States,” he con- 
tinued. He displayed a sack of sam- 
ple ore. He declared that in his com- 
pany's field they have a ton of ore 
sacked and ready for shipment. It 
was taken out only with sledge ham- 
mers. 

He declared that the ore is worth 
$6,000 or $7,000 a ton, and will be 
shipped to an eastern refinery. He 
declared that silver is not showing 
yet in. the new area, as at Great 
Bear lake.

Pioneering In Alberta 


Husband 95 and Wife 98 Toil To- 
gether On Farm 

A silvery-haired couple are writing 
pioneering history in the northern 
Alberta bush settlement of Perry- 
vale. Joseph Biglow, aged 95, and 
his wife, Elizabeth, 98, are still carv- 
ing out @ home for themselves on a 
little homestead, five miles west of 
there. Their story is a real saga of 
pioneering. 

At an age when they might enjoy 
the twilight Of life in retirement, this 
“young” couple decided they would 
like to try homesteading. He was 
then 82 and she was three-years his 
senior. Nothing daunted, they set 
out to make a-farm in the bush. Mr, 
Biglow built a comfortable home and 
cleared 80 acres of bush land un- 
assisted. 

This spring they are going ahead 
with their farm venture. Mrs. Big- 
low actively attends to her houbehold 
duties and Joe carries on with the 
field work, as happy, and carefree as 
neighbors half their age. The mere 
mention of help is greeted with 
smiles and a toss of their silvery 
locks. 

Joseph came to Canada from 
England at the age of seven. When 
he was 21 he married Miss Elizabeth 
Byers, at Orono, Ont. Later they 
moved west. Five sons and three. 
daughters make up the family. One 
son, Joe, lives on an adjoining farm, 

They were living at Calgary in 
1914 and Joe enlisted with the Cana- 
dian Expeditionary Force. He gave 
his age as 45. Two years later they 
discovered he had passed his 77th 
birthday and he was sent back to 
Calgary, discharged. There is a@ 
twinkle in Joe’s eye as he tells of 
fooling the medical men.

Toronto lambs made the high mark 
of the year under a moderate run for 
the week ending May 10; when West- 
ern food-lot lambs topped $9.50 per 
cwt. Spring lambs had a top of $9. 
Livestock Market Report, Domin- 
fon Department of Agriculture. 

The reports of. crop. correspond- 
ents throughout Canada alt the end 
of April indicated that prospects for 
the 1934 crops were below average, 
the most unfavourable | conditions 
being reported from Ontario; Mani- 
toba, and Saskatchewan. 

Twenty-one large boxes of British- 
grown chrysanthemums were car- 
ried to Montreal in the C.P. liner 
Duchess of Athol, and forwarded by 
rail to British Columbia. The plants 
were rooted and. grown in specially 
prepared soil, and were tended every 
day during the entire journey by sea 
and land. 


* Winter-killing of fall wheat in On- 
tario was particularly severe, the 
per centage (39) being the highest 
of any year on record except the dis- 
astrous winter 1917-18, when it was 
56. Of the 631,000 acres of fall 
wheat seeded in Ontario last autumn, 
it is estimated that 246,000 (or 39 
per cent.) acres are winter-killed. 


The contemplated reduction in 
spring wheat acreage in Canada this 
year is divided among. the. three 
Prairie Provinces—101,000 acres in 
Manitoba (4.per, cent.); 1,622,000 
acres in Saskatchewan (11 per cent.) 
and 395,000 acres in Alberta (6 per 
cent.).. The other : provinces, where 
spring Wheat is almost negligible, 
show little change. 


There is a smaller carryover of 
hay this spring than there has been 
for many years, owing to the strong 
demand caused by the past long 
severe winter. It follows, says the 
Dominion Seed Branch report for 
April on hay marketing, that the 
market hay crop for 1934 will need 
be larger than usual so as to meet 
the requirements of next winter. 


Winter injury to fall rye in Can- 
ada was most severe in Ontario and 
Saskatchewan.

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Glass “Windows” For Engine 


Motorists Can See As Well As Hear 
; Knocks 

Nearly every motorist has at one 
another heard “knocks” in 
engine; now these disturbing 
noises may be seen. 

Engineers at Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology have placed glass 
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(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.) 
, Scientists believe that all matter is 
composed , of very small particles 
called molecules. These molecules 
are invisible and cannot be observed 
even with the aid of the most power- 
ful microscope. It has been calcu- 
lated that it would require about 
forty million molecules, touching 
one another, to make a row one 
inch long. Again it has been com- 
puted that a small thimbleful, of air. 
contains about twenty-seven billion 
billion molecules. There are spaces 
between the molecules which are 
supposed to be much larger than the 
molecules themselves., These spaces 
between the molecules are known as 
the inter-molecular spaces. 
* Molecules are constantly in motion 
and they are also elastic. The hydro-. 
gen molecule, for example, has an 
average speed of over a mile a sec: | 
ond and bumps against its neighbors | 
about ten billion times per second 
under ordinary cond'tions. 2 

In the case cf gases the molecules 
are quite separate and distinct and 
have great freedom of movement. 
The particles of a gas appear to be 
perfectly elastic, and as a result 
their motion is slowed up when they 
collide with one another or when 
they bombard the sides of the en- 
closing vessel. The pressure of a, 
gas upon the vessel is due to the 
haiJ-storm of molecules upon’ its 
walls. <A definite quantity of a gas 
left in an open vessel is capable of 
indefinite expansion. Gases are 
therefore very compressible. A good 
illustration of this fact is that when 
@ quart of water is evaporated it 
yields about seventeen hundred 
‘quarts of steam, measured under the 
normal pressure of the air and at 
the boiling point of water. This 
shows us why a strong vessel is ré- 
quied .to hold steam at. high pres- 
sure, 

A liquid is more compact than a 
gas: that is, its molecules are closer 
to one another, and therefore have 
less freedom of movement. When a 
liquid evaporates some of the mole- 
cules escape into the air. The speed 
of a molecule depends upon its tem- 

ture and hence the warmer 
molecules of a liquid are lost first. 
This migration of the warmer mole- 
cules from a liquid results in a fall 
in temperature when a liquid evap- 
orates. It is well known that water 
is cooled in certain countries by 
placing it in porous vessels in order 
to promote evaporation, 

Solids, like liquids, are much more 
compact than gases. The molecules 
of solids are much restricted in their 
movements, and appear to vibrate or 
rotate about fixed centres of rest.

BRAN BRITTLE 
2 cups granulated sugar 
1 cup brown sugar 
% cup light corn syrup 
1 cup water 
% cup butter 
¥% teaspoon salt 

1% cups bran 

Put the sugars, corn syrup and 
water into a saucepan and. cook, 
stirring until sugar is dissolved. Con- 
tinue cooking, without stirring, un- 
til 800 degrees F. is reached. (Cold 
water test, very brittle), 

Remove from fire, add butter and 
salt and stir only enough to mix well. 
Add bran and turn at once on a 
greased slab or on a@ greased inyert- 
ed pan or baking sheet, Smooth out 
with a spatula, After about a half 
minute take hold of the edges of the 
candy and, lifting it slightly from the 
slab, pull it as thin as possible. 
Break into irregular pieces. Provides 
1% pounds.

Everyone Works At Something And:~ 
People Not Unhappy .. : 

A certain amount of happiness in’ 
primitive and isolated surroundings: 
falls to the lot of the 200 members. 
of the leper colony, of. Orafara on | 
the South Sea islands of Tahiti, ac- — 
cording to a mission from the French, » 
government. The mission was head- ’ 
ed by Dr. Jacques Le Mee, a promi- 
nent specialist, who was assisted by 
two other French physicians., § 
,.The Orafara colony is set in a. 
clearing of deep. underbrush at the, . 
water’s edge and is a remarkable 
combination of beauty and simplicity. 
Except for two nurses sent out by 
the hospital in Tahiti to attend the 
diseased for a ‘period of four years, 
all. persons in the colony are lepers. 

The colony is under a self-govern- 
ment scheme.. By popular vote a. 
mayor and his assistant are elected 
annually. Every new arrival is al-- 
loted a plot of land on which he may | 
build his. bungalow. There are both 
a Catholic and a Protestant church, 
and Dr. Le Mee deelared that a ser- 
mon delivered by the local leper 
preacher was one of the most mov-: 
ing he had ever heard. 

An unsual feature ofthe Orafara. 
eclony is the fact that the stricken: 
inhabitants intermarry. The children, 
who are scarcely ever afflicted with. 
the disease of their parents, are im- 
mediately taken away from the 
colony and either adopted or sent to 
an orphanage. ms : 

Everyone works at something, and’ 
@ great part of the leper’s life is. 
spent fishing in boats made by the 
group. The enjoyment of freedom 
and the solitude of the sea tends to 
make these pathetic people less un- 
happy. ° : 

In the afflicted colony there are 
no petty jealousies or squabbles, ac- 
cording to Dr. Le Mee. All the in- 
habitants, except for the two nurses, 
are in the same condition and seem 
to strive to make the lives of the 
others pleasant, bearing the ravages 
of the’: disease with the greatest 
fortitude. 

The French physicians left Tahiti 
with the firm conviction that leprosy 
is not contagious, but is contracted 
from some impurity of the soil, thus 
being more prevalent in warm cli- 
mates, where the natives seldom use 
footwear,

The great. painter, 
Mr. James Pryde, is a victim, and 
abhors the sight of a stretch of open 
country. 

The most courageous men are not 
immune from these’ odd fears, “Bobs” 
—or, more formally, Field-Marshal 
Lord Roberts—whose. Victoria Cross |” 
was Gfily! one testimony of*his valor, 
was terrified by a harmless pussy- 
cat. He trembled violently—-he had 
mever trembled before hostile bat- 
teries vomiting death—if a cat even 
came into the room. — ‘ 

Many distinguished people have 
their own pet fear. Mr. Montagu 
Norman, Governor of the Bank of 
England, is terrified of the speaker's 
platform. To a great body who 
wanted him to say a few words at 
a drawing-room meeting in aid of 
“I would 
rather bathe one of the orphans in 
public than speechify about it.” 

Caruso, the world-famous tenor, 
dreaded the sea. He lost a great deal 
of money by refusing contracts that 
would take him abroad, but at last 
was persuaded into trusting himself 
on the ocean, which helped his bank- 
ing account a good deal. He lost 
some of his fear of the sea in later 
life, ‘but never went on it except 
with the utmost reluctance. 

Lord Byron had no lack of physical 
pluck; he fought professional bruis- 
ers and took part in the war of 
Greece against Turkey. But he was 
always afraid that he might see a 
ghost. Chopin was filled with fear 
at the sight of an old, deserted +con- 
vent. Concato, one of the greatest 
physicians in Europe, trembled when 
he saw anybody in uniform, 

It appears that neither learning, 


talent nor philosophy can protect us) 


from these baseless and irrational 
fears, to which even the bravest are 
inexplicably subject.
